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Cain wants town to be housing developer

The housing issue may not be 
dead after all, At least not if 
Selectman Bob Cain has his way. 

Cain told the selectmen Monday 
he would like to see the board 
assume the role of contractor to 
see the project completed. The 
original contractor, Berkshire 
Builders, told the housing 
authority they were resigning 
from the project at a July 8 
meeting. 

“Part of the argument against 
the project in the beginning,” 
Cain said, ‘‘was that Berkshire 
Builders were not to be trusted. . 
If the town assumed the 
responsibility, then the town 
could complete the project.” 

This idea came as a surprise to 
the other members of the board. 
Rocco DePasquale questioned 


whether the selectmen would be 
over-stepping the housing 
authority by doing this, since, he 
said, the function of the housing 
authority is to provide housing. 
He asked why the housing 
authority didn’t consider this idea 
themselves. 

Selectmen Jim Stewart, Dan 
Ballou, and Cain all agreed that 
they wouldn’t be ‘over-stepping 
anybody if Cain wrote a r to 
HUD asking them to hold the 
money until people can consider 
the housing question at an’ up- 
coming town meeting. The letter 
could also include whether the 
town or the housing authority can 
assume the role of the contractor 
in the project. “I'm suggesting 
this as a course of action to save 
that money,”’ Cain said. Ballou 
agreed that he'd hate to see the

Avco annownces. 
$30m building 


Avco Systems Division has 
announced a $30 million ex- 
pansion of its manufacturing 
facilities in Wilmington. 

The announcement came in a 
July 7 meeting in Wilmington, 
with John J. Mahoney, senior vice 
president of Avco Corporation 

(and Governor Edward J. King. 

Also attending the meeting were 
Harold K. McCard, vice president 
and general manager of Avco 
Systems Division, Secretary of 
Economic Affairs George 
Kariotis, and Ernest A. Lucci, 
commissioner of the Mass. Dept. 
of Commerce. 

According to McCard, the 
expansion was made necessary 
by Avco’s increaséd business 
activity with (he U. S. Dept. of 
Defense, much: of it related to the 
MX missile program. McCard 
expects that approximately 400 
people will be hired initially to 
staff the new facility. 
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The ground breaking for the 
175,000 square foot building is 
scheduled for Sept. 20. Avco of- 
ficials estimate that the building 
will be completed and occupied in 
January, 1984. The building will 
be largely of one-story con- 
struction, with some three-story 
and some high-bay area. The 
building will be strictly for 
manufacturing use. 

Aveo Systems Division is a 
high-technology company, 
engaged primarily in the 
development and manufacture of 
aerospace systems for the 
Department of Defense. Its 
complex in Wilmington includes 
facilities for comprehensive 
engineering, manufacturing, 
testing, quality control, computer 
facilities and numerous 
specialized laboratories. The 
Wilmington facility presently 
employs approximately 2500 
people.

Peg M cNeill told the board 
that she spoke to someone from 
HUD who said HUD’ has not 
received any letter from 
Berkshire Builders indicating 
their withdrawal from the 
project. Cain said a represen- 
tative from Berkshire said at the 
July 8 meeting that they had some

out this letter. HUD funds won't 
be under threat of withdrawal, he 
said, until they hear from 
Berkshire. “Are we going to wait 
until it’s too late?” Cain asked. 

Still, the board questioned the 
legal complications of their in- 
volvement at this time. M cNeill 
added to this doubt when she said, 


HUD says ‘chances nil' 


Is the housing project alive or 
lead? 


According to Eleanor White of 
the Boston office of the U.S. Dept. 
of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), it is still 
technically alive. She said that 
HUD was waiting for Berkshire 
Builders, the developer, to with- 
draw in writing. As of Tuesday 
afternoon, no letter of withdrawal 
had been received. 

Selectman Bob Cain proposed 
Monday night that the town 
inquire with HUD, to see if the 
town could act as the developer 
and proceed with the project. 


White told the Town Crier on 
Tuesday that the town is not a 
developer. The only way in which 
the town could proceed would be 
for the housing’ authority to 
proceed on a “‘conventional 


basis." Berkshire had been 
proceeding as a “‘turnkey 
developer.” 


She said that chances were 
practically nil that the town could 
do this. She said that the Boston 
office was under extreme 
pressure from Washington to 
cancel any projects more than 12 
months in the development stage. 


How to spend 
half a million? 


Wilmington voters will be 
considering various uses for 
$498,576 in additional state aid at 
a special town meeting set for 
September 20. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapc- 
aia Monday told the selectmen 

t the total $3.8 million in state 
aid is the most th etown has ever 
received, The state returned $3.3 
million last year. 

The majority of the $498,576 
increase is from a $464,216 jump 
in the direct aid to cities and 
towns. 

The state aid to each of the 
Shawsheen Tech communities 


decreased by $67,287, Stapezynski 
said, but he is not sure how much 
of that amount the town will have 
to pay. The state’s estimated 
charges to Wilmington decreased 
by $129,445.28, The town manager 
‘said he ‘would not recommend 
appropriating that money 
because there are other areas, 
such as. prior and current year 
overlay, that he does not know 
what the final cost will be. Since 
the $129,000 has already been 
budgeted, he explained, it can be 
used to pay for other statutory 
charges as they come in 


Schools return 
$166,000 surplus 


School Business Manager 
Frank Antonelli Jr. told the 
school committee Wednesday, 
July 14 that $166,000 from their 
fiscal 1982 school budget will be 
returned to the town. 

Committeeman John Brooks 
said he wants to look into how that 
much was left over because it 
could influence how the com- 
mittee establishes a budget in the 
future. 

Antonelli later explained that 
approximately $82,000 of that 
money is from the salary ac- 


counts and about $80,000 is from 
the non-salary accounts. He 
estimates that a large portion of 
the non-salary surplus was from 
special education tuition funds 
that may not have been spent to 
send those children out of town. 
The services they needed were 
able to be provided within the 
Wilmington School system, he 
added, which could have cut 
school expenses considerably. 
The money not spent from the 
salary accounts, Antonelli said, is 
due to the fact that the school 
department used a large portion 
of its public law 874 funds. Also, 
there was no longer a full time 
data processing person, as well as 
an interval when a full time 
assistant superintendent and 
business manager were not on 


* staff, The superintendent's salary 


was lower than originally 
budgeted for also. 

Some.of the surplus was used 
for needed supplies, Antonelli 
explained, adding that it is not 
unusual for money to be left over 
from a previous year's budget. 

Antonelli said he doesn't think 
this surplus will change how the 


school committee establishes its 
budget in the future. “I can’t see 
how it would effect how it budgets 
except that they'll be looking at 
the accounts very closely,” he 
added. 
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“I don’t see how you can possibly 
initiate another plan until you get 
the official letter that Berkshire 
Builders has withdrawn. 
Otherwise, anything you do can 
be interpreted as interference.” 

DePasquale said he did not 
want to be “acting on behalf of the 
housing authority for initiating 
774 for housing.”’ 

Whether the housing authority 
or the board of selectmen serves 
as the contractor, Cain said, was 
not important to him. He ex- 
plained that his main concern is 
seeing the project finished. 

Basically, Cain's plan involves 
asking HUD to allow the select- 
men to serve as the contractor. As 
contractor, he said, the board 
“ean accept or decline bids as not 
being in the best interest of the 
community.” The selectmen 


were still leery of this proposal, 
but they did authorize Cain to talk 
to people from both the housing 
authority and HUD about who can 
legally step in as contractor, if the 
funds have been withdrawn, and 
whether HUD will consider 
holding the funds until town 
meeting. In the meantime Cain 
hopes to send letters to senators 
and congressmen to request they 
urge HUD to allow his proposal. 

DePasquale said that according 
toa letter from HUD to Housing 
Authority Executive Director 
Henry Borazzo, in the next few 
weeks HUD will be advising the 
housing authority as to what 
direction this project should take. 
“This does not indicate to me," 
DePasquale said, “that this issue 
is dead 


Town offers reward 
for firebombing info

“There is nothing that happeris 
in this community without some 
person, old or young, knowing 
something about it,"’ John Brooks 
told the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday. 

Brooks, who has been in- 
terested in offering a reward for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of anyone 
responsible for firebombing the 
West Intermediate School, finally 
saw his idea come to life. The 
selectmen voted to post a $500 
reward for this purpose. 

This decision came about a 
month after Brooks first proposed 
the idea to the school committee. 
The selectmen asked town 
counsel Alan Altman for a ruling 
on rewards. Altman said the 
board of selectmen may offer a 
reward for no more than $500 for 
one crime. They can not authorize 
the school committee to offer 
rewards unless it is acting as an 
agent for the selectmen 

The fact that Altman ruled 
rewards can only be offered for 
felonies spurred some discussion. 
Selectmen Rocco DePasquale 
and Dan Ballou both wanted to 
see signs indicating that rewards 
up to $500 will be offered for in- 
formation leading to the arrest 
and conviction of all vandals 
posted in every town building 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that, according to the police 
chief, sometimes a reward could 
backfire. ‘The use of a reward is 
a subjective art,” he added 

Some of the problems that 

posting these signs could incur 
would be present in cases when 
the actual reward is less than 
$500. Cain said there could be 
complications when a person 
expecting a reward doesn’t get it 
There are also difficulties in 
determining whether it is a felony 
or a misdemeanor. 
Cain was opposed to the town- 
wide posting of rewards, saying, 
“It should be on a need-to-use 
basis...Are we going to police the 
town of Wilmington with a reward 
or are we going to police the town 
with a police department? 
Stewart said offering rewards for 
every crime could prove costly to 
the town. 

Both Ballou and DePasquale 
agreed that such signs could deter 
a@ person from actually van- 
dalizing a building. Before con- 
sidering posting these signs, the 
board wants town counsel to 
indicate whether the selectmen 
can legally offer their own reward 
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for misdemeanors, the type of 
wording that should be used for 
these signs, and the distinction 
between a felony and a 
misdemeanor, 

Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski named three citizens to the 
building reuse task force. These 
people are Carole Hamilton of 
Hathaway Road, who is working 
on her masters in government at 
Tufts; Verneice Hensey of An- 
dover Street, has an active in- 
terest in education; and Peter 
Smith of High Street, who is an 
engineer involved in building 
reuse in his profession. 

The selectmen moved to allow 
Lorraine Brozyna, Bill Belbin and 
Irving Storm to continue on the 
Council on Aging until the next 
meeting. These members are up 
for reappointment, but the board 
wants to wait to consider their 
reappointment until the council's 
bylaws are clarified. Joycelee 
McAteer, a field representative 
for the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs told the 
board she will be working with the 
council to update and @larify their 
current bylaws. The selectmen 
were confused by the council's 
bylaws regarding the number of 
terms and years a member may 
serve consecutively 

The board will issue a con- 
firmatory deed correcting an 
omission in the original deed of 
the property owned by Mr. and 
Mrs, Ervyl Stewart of Middlesex 
Avenue. According to their at- 
torney, Joe Courtn the 
Stewarts purchased lots 54 - 57 on 
assessors map 40 parcel 87 in 
1966. The deed, which includes the 
accurate land area for those four 
lots, only listed 54-57. Courtney 
said they have been paying taxes 
on the property since they bought 
it. The error was overlooked until 
now because this is the first time 
they wanted to do something with 
the land. 


Finally, the board granted a 
hawkers and peddlers permit to 
George Dyas of Glen Road. They 
did request clarification from 
town counsel regarding how 
much they can increase the fee 
for these permits by. They also 
want to know what other revenue 
can be obtained from this type of 
business, if they can impose that 
licensees not locate themselves 
within 200 yards of the same type 
of business that is an established 
business, and if they can restrict 
this type of operation to certain 
areas,

State Senator Patricia 
McGovern ( Essex and 
Middlesex) has announced that 
she will seek re-election to a 
second term in the Massachusetts 
Senate this year.

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Parents group has bright idea

Vandalism and loitering at 
school buildings has increased 
recently and Wilmington, like 
other communities in the area, 
has been looking for ways to 
prevent vandalism. Members of 
the Shawsheen School Parents 
Advicory Council (PAC) ap- 
peared before the school com 
mittee Wednesday, July 14, to 
shed a little light on the subject 

Actually, that’s exactly what 
they want to do. The PAC’s 
lighting sub-committee, chaired 
by Gary Farino, has spent the 
past few months studying various 
lighting systems for the school 
grounds that could serve as a 
deterrent to vandalism. In ad- 
dition, the PAC offered to pay half 
the fees for the electricity for the 
next five years to show their 
sincerity on this issue 

The final plan submitted to the 
school committee received 
unanimous approval. Com 
mitteeman John Brooks said, 
however, that he does not feel the 
PAC should have to pay half the 
charges. “Taxpayers,” he said, 


(charges for) services the town 
should be providing for them.” He 
Suggested the committee wait 
until they can get similar 
proposals for other schools and 
submit these costs to the select- 
men. 

PAC member Ellen Corson told 
Brooks it could be difficult to pass 
a plan for the entire town with 
Proposition 2'2. She explained 
that the PAC’s offer to pay half 
might get other parents involved 
in projects like this for the other 
schools if they see the vandalism 
is reduced. The PAC spent a good 
deal of time on their lighting 
proposal, she added, and “we 
don't want to wait for the rest of 
the town to get around to it.” 

School committee members 
McMenimen and Peterson agreed 
that accepting the PAC’s offer to 
pay half will “help our case in 
going to the selectmen to say if 
these people are that concerned, 
we should get moving (on the 
other buildings)." The committee 
decided, however, that if the town 
appropriates funds for the 
lighting, the PAC’s money will be 


Basically, the lighting plan 
calls for two 35-40 foot poles to be 
erected in the rear of the building 
to illuminate the tennis .courts 
where cars and beer drinkers 
frequently congregate, the 
dumpster area, and the back of 
the school itself. The type of 
lighting used would be sodium 
vapor lights because the acryllic 
covering over the light can not be 
penetrated by a rock. Also, if a 
person tries to look up at the light 
to throw a rock and break it, the 
light is so strong that they cannot 
see into it. Farino said these 
lights will make almost any 
person or vehicle on the grounds 
visibile to people on the street as 
well as patrol cars passing the 
area 

The installaiton of the lights by 
Reading Light is free, since the 
company makes its profit from 
the electricity, Farino explained. 
He said Reading Light has also 
agreed to replace or repair the 
lights free unless it is excessive. 
The cost of electricity for the 
lights for the first year will be 


$849.03. The installation will begin

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Dr. Hiller, 'The Casket Lady’ ©

She was called “the Casket 
Lady.” It is a clue to the life and 
Same of Mrs. Dr. Frances Hiller 
of Wilmington. She was, in one 
sense probably the most unique 
person ever to live in Wilm- 
ington, 

Frances Hiller was rich, well 
educated and eccentric. She had a 
fixation with death. She made 
playthings of many things, in- 
cluding the homes of some of her 
neighbors. 

The caskets which were carved 
for her, by a Scotsman named 
‘MacGregor were two playthings 
which became world famous. 
They were reputed to have cost 
$10,000 each. For the daily 
newspapers of the nation, those 
caskets were always good for a 
sensational story. Mrs, Hiller, 
too, became a source of news 
stories, furnished almost at will, 
1o newspaper reporters who were 
constantly seeking tales with 
which to beguile their readers 

Her second (or possibly her 
third) marriage, to hers young 
coachman, after the death of her 
previous husband, was one of 
those stories. Much of what was 
said would be classified today as 
a sort of “yellow journalism,” 
but it kept the readers of the 
world titilated, and that was what 
the newspapers of that day 
demanded. 

The Town Crier, with this in- 
stallment, is beginning a series of 
stories on Mrs. Dr. Hiller, the 
famous ‘Casket Lady"’ of 
Massachusetts, in the last part of 
the 19th century. 


Attorney Alan Altman was 
recently having a driveway 
constructed on his property in 
Wilmington. This new driveway 
connects the parking lot behind 
the (Middlesex) BayBank with 
Olson Road, off Church Street. 

While the bulldozers were 
digging, there was a joke going 
around that Alan Atman was 
looking for Mrs. Dr. Hiller’s gold, 
Altman's office is the former 
Hiller house, which was moved to 
a rear lot about 20 years ago. 

Frances Hiller (a-k-a France 
Hiller) was the famous ‘‘Casket 
Lady" of Wilmington in the late 
nineteenth century. Her ability to 
spend money seemed to be ex- 
ceeded only by her ability to 
make money. After her death, 
three prestigious universities, 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton, 
battled over her will. Some top- 
notch lawyers took part in that 
battle, and there was a surprise 
ending to the case, much as in a 
detective story. 

Since that Probate Court battle 
there has been at least joking 
reasons for saying that Mrs. Dr. 
Hiller had hidden or somehow 
disposed of half a million dollars. 
No- Alan Altman did not find that 
money. 

Frances Pharao was born in 
Demerrar, In South Africa, There 
was a seaport by that name, ina 
region by that name, in the early 
nineteenth century, The seaport 
later became Georgetown, and 
the region became a part of 
British Guiana. 

Her father, so it is said, came 
from Turkey. His first name was 
Ano, or Anco, Her mother’s name 
was Yetta or Zetta. Accounts 
differ.

According to a declaration 
Frances Hiller once made, she 
was born on February*ll, 1845. 
This is open to doubt. It isentirely 


possible that she was born about 
10 years earlier than she 
declared. 

About the time of the US Civil 
War, Frances Pharao was in a 
hospital, in London, England, 
studying medicine. She earned a 
degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

It was while she was at this 
hospital that she met Dr, Henry 
Hiller. A German, born in 
Bavaria, he had lived as a youth 
on Cape Cod, in the United States. 
It was very rare, in those days for 
a lady to be a physician. It was 
still more rare that both husband 
and wife were physicians, but 
such was the case in the Hiller 
family. 

The couple appeared in 
Wilmington in 1873. They were 
boarders, in an old farmhouse on 
Main Street. The farmhouse, 
known as the old Flagg Farm, 
dated back to the 1730s. It stood 
near the railroad, off Main Street, 
near the present Hayden Mica 
Company office. 

The owners of the farm were 
named Rose. He was German. 
She was Irish, He was protestant. 
She was catholic. The story is that 
they fought like “cats and dogs.” 
They were evidently the most 
mismated pair ever to live in 
Wilmington. 

Across the street was the 
McIntosh home where lived Capt 
George and Mary Ann McIntosh 
He was a former shipmaster who 
was now the section boss for the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad (now 
the Boston & Maine). She was a 
New Orleans girl, who in 1863 had 
taken her family up the 
Mississippi to Illinois, and then by 
railroad across country to 
Wilmington, to the farm’ that 
Capt. McIntosh owned there. She 
was highly regarded, as a heroic 
woman 

The McIntosh family had 
settled at Sandwich, on Cape Cod, 
in 1803. The men were glass 
blowers, in Scotland. They had 
been brought to Cape Cod to in- 
struct the natives in the arts of 
blowing glass. One can read, 
ocasionally, in the Boston papers, 
of “Sandwich glass.” 


The family later moved to 
Freeport, Maine. In that port 
George McIntosh was born. He 
became a, sailor, eventually to 
command his own ships. He 
settled in New Orleand before the 
Civil War, to run a stevedoring 
business, and to marry a local 
belle, Mary Ann. 

The Wilmington tradition has 
many tales of Capt. George and 
Mary Ann Mcintosh 

Did the McIntosh families and 
the Hiller family know each other 
because of their Cape Cod 
background? Probably not, but it 
may have been so. That may have 
been the reason that the Hiller 
family chose to live in 
Wilmington. 

Having two persons in one 
family who were physicians may 
have been. no problem to the 
persons involved, but there were 
questions for the public at large. 
How does one address a lady who 
is a physician, and whose 
husband is a physician? 

In Wilmjngton France became 
Mrs. Dr. Yienry Hiller. She was 
sometimes called Frances by her 
friends, but never just Dr. Hiller. 
That name was exclusively his 
name. But Mrs. Dr. Hiller was the 
name: by which she was best 
known. 

Neither of the, physicians ever 
practiced medicine _in 
Wilmington. But Mrs. Dr. Hiller 
was called, on at least one oc- 
casion, to set a broken leg. It was 
the leg of a person at the 
Wilmington town farm. For 
setting that leg she received a fee 
of $5 from the town. 

Dr. Hiller’s medicine 

Dr. Henry Hiller manufactured 
and sold a medicine, He owned a 
laboratory, where the medicine 
was made on Tremont Street in 
Boston. It was a fabulous place, 
as far as income was concerned. 

The medicine was for the cure 
of a social disease. Dr. Hiller had 
advertisements in practically 
every daily newspaper in the 
United States, extolling the 
values of his medicine. 

In those advertisements, two 
inches by one column, was, in 

small type, precise in- 
Ari on how to make the 
medicine. was a long and 
compli proc enough to 


try the pa Hence. any individual

other than a pharmacist. 

At the end of the advertisement 
were the words “If you find this is 
too much trouble, send me $5 and 
I will send you six bottles.”” 

The late Dr. Ernest Mac 


‘Dougall of Wilmington once said 


that the medicine was as good as 
any that existed at that day and 
time, for the cure of that disease. 

Dr. Hiller’s medicine business 
boomed. He had several clerks at 
his Tremont Street laboratory to 
open the incoming mail and 
process orders. The Wilmington 
tradition is that he was taking in 
$4 thousand a week. 

This was the man and the lady 
who moved in with the Rase 
family. They lived with that 
family until their new home was 
built in Wilmington Square. The 
house was finished in 1876, facing 
on Main Street, between the 
present Bedell Brothers office 
and the building of the Middlesex 
Bank. 

No money had been spared, in 
the erection of that 14 room house. 
A gas manufacturing machine 
was a part of the facility, 
reportedly the first private gas 
manufactory in Middlesex 
County. The windows were the 
most expensive glass, There were 
gold stripes - real gold - on the 
doors, to mark off the panels. The 
door frames were hand carved. 
‘There-was a greenhouse in back, 
near the barn. There was a small 
pool, in which, eventually there 
ws to be a pet alligator. There was 
a windmill, to pump water for the 
household. 

In front, and on the south side 
was a large covered porch. The 
steps, leading to the street were of 
granite with the name Hiller in 
letters that were five or six inches 
high. Beside the front walk was a 
cast iron fountain, the first, and 
probably the onlyffountain ever to 
exist in Wilmingfon. 

Ostentation, oné can say, was 
the one word description of the 
Hiller home, today the office 
building of Atty. Altman. It has 
been moved from the site on 
which it was built, and some of 
the back rooms no longer exist, 
but the carving still exists, 
around the door frames, and 
carving is still to be seen at the 
upper level of the building.

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Lower taxes in Wilmington 


‘Those people who seek to have 
lower taxes in Wilmington might 
well marvel at the news of last 
week. The principal assessor 
announced a guess tax rate 
between $20 and $23 for fiscal 
year 1983, based on the new 
valuation, now in the process of 
being corrected. 

That gentleman does not yet 
have the new valuations, as such. 
‘There is still a hearing process, 
and a correction process to be 
undergone by the firm that is 
doing the appraising. The 
hearings and the correctons will 
take at last a month and probably 
more. 

The news to marvel at is that 
the principal assessor, in his 
calcalations, just about hit the 
“cherry sheet” on the nose. The 
cherry sheet comes from the 
State Department of Taxation, 
and did not arrive in Wilmington 
until Friday of last week. 

The news is good from the 
cherry sheet. There is, for 
Wilmington, an increase in state 
aid of $498,576, and a decrease in 
state charges of $129,445.28. 
Combine those figures and it is 
possible to maybe understand 
how the assessor was right in his 
guesses. The town will get more 
mofiey from the state, and pay 
less to it.

‘Avco, probably the biggest 
industry in Wilmington, is an- 
nouncing this week the start of a 
$30 million construction program. 
That will be a sum that is greater 
than its present valuation, if this 
paper has the figures correct. 

Another firm is about to an- 
nounce a $10 million construction 
program in North Wilmington, 
and the town is waiting, too, for 
the proposals from Sweetheart 
Plastics. That firm had a 
rezoning of land for a proposed $8 
million dollar warehouse. 

Add those three figures 
together, and the sum is $48 
millions, all of which will be 
taxable without the need of heavy 
expenditures on the part of the 
town. 

As a guess (no one really knows 
at this point) the town of 
Wilmington will have a valuation 
of about $675 millions, when the 
appraisers finish their work 
sometime this fall. Add to that the 
new construction, and cut that 
new construction in half, just to 
be safe. That will probably mean, 
for fiscal year 1984, a valuation of 
$700 millions. 

The guessing looks good at this 
time, when it comes to next year’s 
tax rates in Wilmington.

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‘Cat and dog’ fight over siezure law

‘If this law goes through, 
there's going to be a lot of dogs 
sitting on the town hall steps, 
because what else are you going 
to do with them?’ said 
Wilmington Dog Officer Joe 
Balestrieri. 

Balestrieri was referring to the 
proposed repeal of Massachusetts 
Law Chapter 49A which permits 
universities and other research 
related organizations authorized 
by the Department -of Public 
Health to seize any dog or cat 
remaining in a pound for over 10 
days. These animals can be taken 
legally despite any objections 
from the dog officer and are used 
in experiments that usually result 
in the termination of their lives. 

Unlike Wilmington, after 10 
days ,Tewksbury’s dog officer 
turns all unclaimed dogs over to 
the Lowell Humane Society where 
they stand a chance of being 
placed ina home, Dog Officer Bill 
Butt said. None of the dogs are 
ever given to researchers, 

Harvard Medical School is the 
only institution that requisitions 
dogs from Wilmington, 
Balestrieri said. One or two 
former pets each week are turned 
over to Harvard, he added. 
Harvard would like a lot more 
than that, he continued, but he 
will only give them a few at a 
time. Legally, however, if the 
number of dogs Harvard wants 
have been housed by the pound 
for over 10 days, they can be 
taken whether the dog officer

allows it or not. Last year 83 
former Wilmington dogs were 
used in experiments, with 2,298 
dogs and 385 cats taken statewide. 
The Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals (MSPCA) is working to 
see this law which originated in 
1957 is repealed. Walter Kilroy, 
MSPCA vice president, said that 
the MSPCA is not opposed to the 
use of animals in experiments, 
but against the use of pets. These 
animals, he said, are accustomed 
to the affection that a warm home 
life provides and suffer 
psychological discomfort. when 
in experiments. Animals 
that are bred primarily for the 
purpose of experimentation are 
used to being caged and are ac- 
customed to the chemical, 
clinical environment of a 
laboratory 
Researchers concede, he 
continued, that random source 
animals such as former pets are 
not the best animals to use in 
experiments because their 
background and other factors 
that may affect the outcome of an 
experiment are unknown. The 
only beneficial aspect in using 
pound animals, then, is the cost 
Kilroy said dogs cost $3 and cats 
cost $1.50 when taken from a 
pound, Cats and dogs bred for this 
purpose cost between $35 and 


$100, depending on whether or not 
the animal is a purebred. 

The experiments performed on 
these animals vary, but virtually 


all of them are followed by ter- 
mination of the animal's life. The 
bulk of the experiments are 
performed on dogs, according to 
Ralph Charlwood of the Animal 
Research Department at Har- 
verd, on their hearts and kidneys. 
Cats are used in nerve ex- 
periments and are alwa 

anesthetized, he explained. Ac- 
cording to an MAPCA news 
release, some of the cats used in 
experiments at various in 
stitutions are given currariform 
drugs without anesthesia. A 
currariform .drug will paralyze 
the cat's muscles so he cannot 
move or try to get away, but 
leaves the brain alert and 
responsive to pain. Its’ brain is 
then manipulated by 
microelectrodes inserted through 
small holes drilled in the cat's 
skull. Kilroy said he did not know 
why the animals were left alert, 
but he supposed, “‘if they wanted 
to get a response typical to that a 
person would have, the animal 
would have to be fully awake.” 

Once the experiment is com- 
pleted, Charlwood said, ~the 
animals are usually destroyed. 
This is because ‘tin most cases 
when an experiment is done, they 
want to doa post-mortum to study 
the animals,” he added. 

Unlike the MSPCA, Balestrieri 
does not want to see this law 
repealed. It would be too costly, 
he said, to send the unclaimed 
animals to the Lowell Humane 
Society. He took a tour of the 
facilities at Harvard, he ex- 


plained, and the animals he saw 
there were well cared for. An 
owner who turhs up after the dog 
has been taken to Harvard can 
still get it back. “We don't see 
them tearing them (the animals) 
apart like people think they do,” 
he added. This law, he said, 
provides a place where un- 
claimed animals can be sent. 

According to Kilroy, a large 
portion of the experiments done 
on these animals is paid for with 
taxpayers’ money. The National 
Institute of Health and the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare both award grants to 
institutions that provide medical 
research. 

The MSPCA does not think 
experimentation is a humane 
method of terminating the lives of 
former pets. Some communities 
like those in Hampden County 
have been exempt from this law 
by an act of the state legislature. 
Kilroy said until Chapter 49A is 
repealed every city and town in 
Massachusetts except those 
exempt by the legislature a while 
ago will have to continue 
relinquishing unclaimed pets to 
these institutions. 

There are things cities and 
towns can do until the repeal of 
that.law is taken up by the 
legislature, Kilroy explained 
Communities can adopt a 
resolution stating their opposition 
to compliance with Chapter 49A 
and have it forwarded to their 
legislators. Many communities 
have already done this, he added, 
saying that more community 
involvement could only help their 
cause.

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Increased aid for 
Andover Street sewer 


Thanks to the recent passage of 
legislation at the state house, 
Tewksbury will be eligible to 
apply for an additional $100,000 in 
reimbursement funds for the 
Andover Street sewer extension 
project approved at the June 
special town meeting. The ad- 
ditional reimbursement will bring 
the town’s share of the estimated 
$1.2 million construction and 
design cost down to $290,000. 

The bill that won support of 
both chambers at the state house 
and was signed into law by 
Governor Ed King, increased the 
amount that the state is willing to 
reimbur: to cities and towns 
with sewer projects from 40 
percent to 50 percent of actual 
construction costs. 

Selectmen, acting as the board 
of public works, got wind of the 
increase at their July 12 meeting 
and estimate that the contract for 
the sewer extension will be ready 
for bid advertising by early 
August 

The sewer line, which will run 
from Longmeadow Road up 
Andover Street to the Andover 
line, will benefit some 40 homes 
along Andover Street and the 
Dewing School. In addition, the 


several other streets in the area 

An agreement reached between 
town officials and representatives 
from both Met and Tambone and 
ratified at the June special town 
meeting, stipulates that some 
$400,000 of the sewer cost will be 
put up front by the two firms. 
That figure breaks down to about 
$325,000 from Met and $75,000 
from Tambone. The town fill fund 
the rest of the project, but now 
expects to receive some $500,000 
in reimbursements from the state 
rather than the $400,000 
previously estimated. 

Apparently, Met officials are 
anxious to get the project rolling, 
as they are planning to construct 
some office building space on a 17 
acre parcel of land off North 
Street near the abandoned en- 
trance to Digital. 

Met officials are planning to 
have the two story building ready 
by 1984. They also expect to start 
plans on developing a 70 to 80 acre 
parcel of land off Andover Street 
in the near future. Tambone of- 
ficials said they also hope to start 
developing a 35 acre parcel off 
Andover Street in the near future.

Administrative assistant 
Fate of unmaned school post to be decided 


Tewksbury School Ad- 
ministrators made every effort 
Wednesday, July 7 to save at least 
half of the position left vacant 
when Administrative Assistant 
Frank Antonelli, Jr. moved on to 
become the business manager of 
the Wilmington schools last May. 
After debating what to do with the 
vacant post, the school committee 
voted to table the matter until 
July 14 when they were expected 
to discuss promoting a central 
office clerk to help coordinate the 
transportation program. 

However, the item was once 
again tabled on July 14 when 
Committeeman Louis Carciofi 
and Tom Cooke said they were not 
prepared to present their plans. 

Committee members Jim 
Sullivan and Sonja Cuneo stood 
oppossed to tabling the issue 
while Carciofi, Cooke and 
Chairman Carol Wareing voted in 
favor. 

“This committee seems to have 
a habit of picking and choosing 
when they want things discussed 
here and who they want here to 
discuss it,"’ charged Sullivan, who 
was not in attendance at the July 
7 meeting. He later told reporters 
that he felt the July 7 meeting was 
called as a special meeting 


officials, consumed up to 50 
percent of his time. And with the 
opening of school just five weeks 
away, school officials made a 
somewhat impassioned plea to 
retain the services of what one 
committee member termed a 
“transportation director.” 

But, the committee seemed 
pensive about creating that post 
in place of the administrative 
assistant. Although they voted 2-

“If we don’t fill this position, I'll 
end up with it,” Ryan told the 
committee. Although he did not 
object to assuming some of An- 
tonelli’s duties, he did warn the 
committee that other tasks he 


by Ryan and secretary Barbara 
Tanner. 

Antonelli had also been, as part 
of an administrative 
reorganization voted by the 
committee last September, 
placed in charge of the main- 
tenance foreman and_ the 
supervisor of custodians. Those 
tasks will apparently. shift into 
Ryan's hands. 

‘Although Ryan would be able to 
assume some of Antonelli's 
duties, Wynn advocated placing 
someone in charge of tran- 
sportation. 

Wynn argued that it is best to 
have one person handling the 
transportation account rather 
than shuffling the duties among 
the remainder of the central 
office staff. 

“This is a good opportunity to 
save the town some money," said 
Carciofi He advocated 
eliminating the position rather 
than redraft the job description. 
He said that the committee can 
cut Antonelli's salary from the 
budget without cutting personnel. 

“This town is transportation 
orientated,” said Ryan. He also 
said the residents have become 

customed to getting good 
transportation service and quick 
resolutions to busing problems.

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Tewksbury receives state 
funds to build salt shed 


With the help of the state, an 
area to the rear of the Tewksbury 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) building will soon become 
the location of a chemical storage 
shed. DPW Superintendent Phil 
Pattison announced on Monday, 
July 12 that the town has been 
selected as one of several com- 
munities to receive state 
assistance for the construction of 
a shed in which road salt will be 
stored, 

The state will soon be awarding 
a contract for construction of the 
estimated $40,000 to $50,000 salt 
storage shed, selectmen, acting 
as the board of public works, was 
told. The state DPW opened 
contractor bids for the project on 
July 12 and in a letter dated June 
29, advised the selected com- 
munities that a site for the shed 
would have to be ready six weeks 
after the bid opening 


Pattison recommended and 
recie ved unanimous consent from 
the board to place the structure to 
the rear of the DPW building. 
“The site behind the (DPW) 
garage is more than adequate,” 
Pattison told the board. 

‘The DPW building is situated on 
a 26.5 acre parcel near the in- 
tersection of Whipple Road and 
Pine Street. Pond Street, which 
borders Long Pond, is to the 
immediate rear of the site. 

Although the state will pay for 
the construction of the shed, the 
town has agreed to pave the area 
leading up to the shed, construct 
an impervious bituminous con- 
crete floor in the shed after it is 
constructed and provide electric 
and water service for the shed, 
Pattison said. 

Pattison said DPW crews could 
handle the town's part of the 
agreement and that it would cost 


about $500 for paving the area 

The state has been funding the 
construction of salt storage sheds 
in an effort to cut down on the 
amount of communities who store 
road salt in open piles. Open 
storage of road salt, which sub- 
mits the piles to the elements and 
allows the salt to wash away, has 
increased the level of sodium in 
the drinking water supply of some 
communities. 


Storing road salt in a shed will 
cut down on ‘the sodium that 
reaches water supplies, but some 
sodium still reaches water sup- 
plies when road salt washes off 
the roadways. However, tests 
show that salt washing off the 
roads has disapated somewhat 
before reaching water supplies 
while higher concentrations of 
sodium are found near large piles 
of road salt

The name of the firm gives a 
misleading picture of the new 
plant, which is located at 21 In- 
dustrial Way, Wilmington. 

The firm is based in Burlington, 
a subsidiary of High Voltage 
Engineering, and it makes plastic 


tubing. 
Health director Ernest 
Romano's report to the town 


manager said that the firm uses 
no chemicals in its Wilmington 
plant. The plastic tubing is made 
in Burlington, where it is sub- 
jected to a radiation process, and 
firmly exposed to a carbo wax 
treatment, 

The radiation treatment 
changes the molecular structure 
of the tubing. In the carbo wax 
treatment, the tubing is twice 
heated to about 300 degrees, 
Farenheit. 

There are some fumes created 
during the heating of the carbo 
wax. These are vented back to the 
atmosphere. There were no 
noticeable fumes, Romano said, 
on the day of his inspection. 

One unit, used for extruding, 
will be used in Wilmington. The 
process of carbo wax application 
will also be done in Wilmington. 
However, there will be no 
radiaton application done in this 
town, Romano says

Except for Boston, I've never seen a

Being Japanese in USA 


By AMELIA A. NEWCOMB 

It takes more than an abundance 
of Japanese restaurants to make a 
newly arrived Japanese family feel 
at home in the United States. 

Japanese communities in the 
United States have burgeoned in the 
past few years as increasing 
numbers of young executives and 
their families move in for an 
average stay of four to five years. 

Many local residents aren't sure 
how to respond. Increasing demands 
are made upon their schools, which 
may have to set up special language 
programs. In addition, Japanese 
wives in particular hesitate to 
venture out into the American 
community, socializing instead only 
with other local Japanese and never 
really learning English 
japanese women have to learn to 
‘fight’ for themselves,” says Tazuko 
Block, a resident of Tenafly, N.J. 
“‘and to learn that others are really 
interested in their thoughts, not just 
their husbands."" 

Mrs. Block devotes much of her 
time to helping Japanese women 
understand this. 

“What I don’t like is to allow 
Japanese who are new to the area to 
form a Japanese ghetto,” she says. 
“They have a chance to mingle with 
town people, but they're shy.”” 

Mrs. Block speaks from ex 
perience. Thirteen years ago she 
moved tothe United States and is 
now magried to an American. She is 


among a growing number of people 


and organizations helping Japanese 
families, particularly women, ad 
just to their new lives in America 
Without some assistance the 
personal toll on wives and children, 
who aren't wrapped up in a new job, 
can be significant. “Husbands are 
supportive, but most are very 
devoted company men," Mrs. Block 


said. ‘“Their company comes first.” 
Some Japanese companies, such 
as Mitsubishi Corporation, have 


undertaken to assist women with 
their move to a foriegn country. 
‘Many Japanese wives act as a 
group,"" noted Mr. Hikida, the 
personnel manager of Mitsubishi, 
which has its American 
headquarters in New York City 
“They don’t always mix that much 
So that embarrasses the community 
and makes it feel suspicious.”” 

While the company has not yet 
developed a program for families 
once they arrive, it does attempt to 
inform the women about their future 
responsibilities. Much of this in: 
formation centers around the “good 
image that a 
woman is expected to 
emulate. “We have a seminar for 10 

ays,” said Mr. Hikida k 
women who have traveled to speak 
about their experience, and there is 
discussion of how the wile of a 
Mitsubishi employee should act. So 
they have some idea of what to 
expect.” 

The Mitsubishi effort focuses 
largely on the details of running a 
family in the US. A group of 
Japanese women in Westchester 
County, N.Y., where there is a large 
Japanese population, have also 
taken on this task. The women, 
themselves wives of businessmen 
temporarily in the US, three y 
ago filled a community need 3 
setting up the “Japanese Con 
nection,” a division of a hot line 
called WISH (Women in Self-Help) 
The goal was to help .lapanese 
women find assistance in their own 
language. Requests, however 
usually concern just the family 

“Japanese women rarely call to 
talk about their personal problems, "” 
says Keiko Myers, an assistant at 


the organization. “They're not 
trained that way and probably 
wouldn’t feel comfortable with it 
Mostly they have special concerns 
about their children’s education and 
consumer issues." 

But technical information, while 
extremely useful, doesn’t answer 
every need. Women still must deal 
with the challenges of loneliness. 
language barriers, jobs that may 
have been left behind, or visas that 
restrict them from working. And 
they may be bewildered by the 
differences between the general 
roles of the Japanese wife, who is at 
home most of the day and rarely 
entertains or socializes with her 
husband, and that of the American 
wife, who often works and 
frequently socializes both at work 
and at home 

‘There have been incidents of 
women committing suicide because 
of their intense lonelines and 
inability to adjust. But, says Mrs. 
Meyers, the image of the lonely 
Japanese wife who is unable to 
speak any English at all is changing 

“People who are getting tran 


are learning English better. And 
some companies are trying to 
prepare women for the move.”” 

Mrs. Hirayama, a resident of 
Tenafly, N.J., recalls some of the 
difficulties she confronted upon 
arriving in the US. “You want to go 
to school, but the language is so 
hard. Your chilfren must be com: 
{ortable, and when it's hard at first, 
you become unhappy.” 


Partly with the help of people like 
Mrs. Block, Mrs. Hirayama bas 
gradually become more involved in 
her community and more com 
fortable with American ways. She 
took an “English as a Second 
Language” Sl.) course, became 
involved in a local church, and learn 
how to drive.

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Do you own a dam labeled unsafe ?

A Tyyear-old judge in Alabama, a 
congregation of nuns in Connecticut, and 
a mining company in the Missouri Ozarks 
share a common problem: They all own 
dams labeled unsafe by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

The-structures are only a few of more 
than 2,300 rion-federal dams declared 
unsafe so far by the Corps in a national 
inventory and inspection program begun 
in 1977. The investigation was ordered by 
President Jimmy Carter after a dam at a 
Bible college in Toccoa, Ga., failed, 
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releasing 900,000 tons of water and killing 
39 people 

The inventory, based on voluminous 
records, satellite photographs, and on-site 
surveys, shows that Americans have been 
building dams at an almost frantic pace, 
far more prolifically than the federal 
government. 
More Than 60,000 
The list now contains more than 60,000 
non-federal dams, ranging from 6-foot 
high structures to dams more than 10 
stories tall and impounding millions of 
gallons of water. 
Owned by states, cities, counties, private 
companies, schools, private clubs, church

Some date back 
more than a century, and many were built 
without regard to engineering 
specifications. 

“Some of these were constructed with 
donated labor — shoved up with a 
bulldozer,” said Lloyd A. Duscha 
director of the dam inventory and in- 
spection program for the Corps. 

Realizing that inspecting 60,000 dams 
would be next to impossible, the Corps has 
chosen to check only the 9,000 “high 
hazard” dams, whose location would 
mean considerable loss of life and 
Property if they failed. So far, of about 
7,500 dams inspected, nearly’ one-third 
have been found unsafe. Of these, 121 
were labeled emergencies, meaning that 
collapse was imminent. 

“There is a time-bomb potential here,"* 
Duscha said. “It's something that has a 
known potential for being unsafe, com- 
pared with somebody dropping something 
through the roof that you don't count on.”” 

More than 100 unsafe dams have been 
discovered in each of four states — 


Missouri, Texas, Pennsylvania, and 
Georgia. Missouri leads with 389 unsafe 
dams; 42 of those were considered 
emergencies. 

Those labeled unsafe include, for 
example, the two Indian Creek Mine 
Dams, part of a lead-mining operation in 
the Missouri Ozarks. 

Domino Theory 

Finding both of these dams in 
emergency condition, Corps inspectors 
said failure of the Upper Indian Creek 
Mine Dam could trigger collapse of the 
even larger lower dam, pouring 300 
million gallons of water eight miles 
downstream and possibly washing away 
eight houses, a church, and two road 
crossings

safety laws until recently

Three states — Alabama, Delaware, 
and Hawaii — still have no laws covering 
dam safety. The programs of 17 others 
are considered inadequate by the Corps, 
and those in many other states limp along 
for lack of funding. 

When the Corps inspection program 
concludes this September, many states 
apparently plan to go back to’ ignoring 
their private dams. “Most states seem 
willing to implement and maintain ef- 
fective dam safety programs only if 
federally funded," a recent Corps report 
stated. 

And there's no guarantee that the dams 
already labeled unsafe will be fixed or 
even further investigated. Most owners — 
some of them impoverished 
municipalities — claim they have no 
money for such repairs. (The government 
estimates repair costs at $100,000 to 
$500,000 per dam.) 

Home Remedies Risky 

A. chilling episode in the history of 
private dams haunts people charged with 
their safety. On Feb, 26, 1972, in the 
Appalachian mining community of 
Buffalo Creek, W.Va., a-waste pile ser- 
ving as a dam owned by the Buffalo 
Mining Company suddenly gave way

water — 132 million gallons of liquid thick 
with coal dust and other byproducts of the 
mining operation that roared through the 
mountain hollow, scraping up thousands

A survivor of the flood described the 
scene in “Everything In Its Path,” by Kai 
T. Erikson: “Down below there was a 
huge amount of water. It looked like a 
river passing by so fast. It was going so 
fast I couldn't believe what was hap- 
pening. I could see houses — some were 
broken up and Some looked like whole 
houses still in good shape — just floating 
down this water. Some were going real 
fast, smashing into each other, and people 
were screaming.”

Simply stated, black-hole economics is the 
irretrievable drain of savings dollars from local 
communities, and the local banks and savings 
& loans that serve them, into a handful of giant 
financial institutions, foreign investments and 


As this money is sucked away from the-na- 
tion's cities and towns, local financial institu- 
tions are left with fewer and fewer deposits to 
generate new consumer, business and farm 
loans. With this loss of deposits, local institu- 
tions will have no alternative but to tighten credit 
and restrict loans or to sell out to giant money 
center organizations. As time goes on, local 
‘economies will begin to wither as financial con- 
trol passes from local communities to financial 


The seemingly innocuous culprits in this 
multi-billion-dollar drain are the giant money 
funds run by various ‘brokerage houses and 
mutual fund companies.

They have 
also been ruthlessly attacked by the estab- 
lished money funds, usually acting through their 
trade association; the Investment Company in- 
stitute. In an attempt to protect their own inter- 
ests and cut off any competition, the mutual 
funds have lobbied and even sued federal regu- 
latory agencies. 

Why should the thousands of local banks and 
savings & loans—the financial backbone of 
America's communities—be prevented from 
continuing to serve their communities by ar- 
chaic banking laws, when it serves only to injure 
local economies? Why should consumers vir- 
tually be forced to send their money overseas or 
concentrate it in a few giant financial institutions 
and cities in order to obtain a higher rate of 
interest? 

There is no logical reason, and for every day 
of delay, the local communities and the citizens 
who built them must pay the hidden distasteful 


Price. 

The handful of giants who are on the receiv- 
ing end of this vast flow of money might preferto 
call it “open door economics,” but their “open 
door’ is truly open only one way, and from the 
viewpoint of most citizens and communities, itis

The black hole will continue to drain away the 
lifeblood of local communities until federal regu- 
lators allow the nation’s banks, savings & loans, 
and other regulated institutions to compete 
openly and equally with the unrestricted money 
funds.

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Youngest Lifeline patient 


Choate-Symmes Health Services, 
Inc., has a unique subscriber to its 
Lifeline program. Charlene Mc- 
Mahan, four months old, of Woburn, 
is the youngest of the present 30 
Subscribers to the personal 
emergency response system. It is, 
true that most subscribers are over 
the age of 65 but Lifeline was 
designed to bring help and peace of 
mind to subscribers no matter what 
their age. In this case, as in the 30 
others, Lifeline does exactly that. 

Last May, Charlene stopped 
breathing. With her child gasping 
for breath, her mother, Susan Me- 
Mahan rushed her to Woburn 
Pediatrics where Howard W. Rash- 
ba, M.D., took care of her. It was 
decided that Charlene should be 
admitted to the hospital for test 
She was hospialized for two weeks 
and diagnosed as suffering from 
apnea, cessation of breathing, which 
made her susceptible to Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome. 

“heard so much about Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome when 
Charlene was first born and she had 
none of the characteristics of the 
Syndrome that other babies had. I 


thought I was off the hook as far as 
that was concerned,” said Mrs. 
McMahan. 

When apnea occurs, Mrs. Me- 
Mahan has several life-saving 
procedures she must follow to get 
Charlene breathing again, the last of 
which is CPR — cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation, taught to her by Dr. 
Rashba and Maryann Masotta 
R.N,, on staff at Choate Memorial 
Hospital in Woburn 

“Now I was worried about what I 
would do when Charlene had an 
attack of apnea. 1 was So nervous 
about how I could get help and still 
help her breath again,” Mrs. Mc- 
Mahan said 

Muriel Ellman of the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Center 
recommended that Mrs, McMahan 
call the Social Work Services 
Department of Choate-Symmes to 
inquire about Lifeline, a personal 
emergency response system that 
makes a direct link between a 
subscriber and help. Within three 
days the decision was made and 
Lifeline Installed. “Lifeline gives 
me great peace of mind,” said Mrs. 
McMahan. dl 


‘The Lifeline system consists of a 
main unit installed in the home next 
to the telephone and a small remote 
control device that works up to 200 
feet away from the main unit 
Pushing a button on the remote 
control signals the main unft which 
immediately dials the Emergency 
Response Center located in the 
Emergency Room, at Symmes 
Hospital in Arlington. Ordinarily, 
when a call comes in signaling an 
emergency, the trained operator 
receiving the call looks up the 
subscriber's health information 
card and tries to reach the sub- 
scriber by telephone, and if there is 
no answer, calls one of the 
responders listed on the card. A 

can be a friend, neighbor, 
the local police or fire department, 
or a member of the clergy who has 
access to the subscriber's home and 
has previously agreed to come in an 
emergency. The responder can 
either help the subscriber or call for 
an ambulance. In Charlene’s case, 
the operator immediately calls the 
Woburn Fire Department to have its 
ambulance sent to take Charlene to 
the hospital 

Charlene now sleeps wearing a 
soft Velcro belt around her chest, 
with long wires connected to a 
machine that monitors her 


breathing and heartbeat. If either 
respiration or heartbeat rate varies 
from Charlene's normal pattern, the 
monitor sounds an alarm. Before 
Lifeline was installed, Mrs. Mc- 
Mahan had to yell for help and dial 
911 to request an ambulance while 
responding to the alarm and trying 
to revive her baby. Now all she 
needs to do is press the button on the 
remote control before taking the 
necessary steps to help Charlene 
breath again. ‘I haven't had to use 
Lifeline yet. Luckily, so far 
everytime, Charlene stopped 
breathing F've only had to put my 
hand ‘on her back to start her 
breathing again. But I'm so glad it’s 
there in case I ever do need it,"’ Mrs. 
McMahan said 

Charlene and other babies with 
apnea usually and hopefully will 
grow out of the condition by eight or 
nine months of age. After stopping 
breathing many times since coming 
home from the hospital, Charlene 
has not had an episode of apnea in a 
week's time. But before she is taken 
off the monitor and Lifeline, her 
respiration and heartbeat will be 
tested several times by a 
pneumogram (12 continuous hours 
of recording of breathing and 
heartbeat) to make sure the apnea 
has disappeared completely
